He and his wife, valet, Octave Alexis, 


and maid, "Midget,' Leonard, went to 
New Hav«n from New York Sunday 
morning. The doctor is a quadroon; 
his wife is white. 


She says her maiden name was Lola 


Emory; that she was born in Roxbury, 
Mass, and her father now lives at No 9 
Bridge street, Worcester. A telegram 
from him was received this morning. It 
saiu: "What is the trouble? Answer at 
once. Father." She claims she mar- 
ried the doctor in .Boston two years 
ago. Alexis and the Leonard girl were 
charged with theft. 


The party reached New Haven at 1 


o'clock Sunday morning 
from New 


York and engaged rooms at the Grand 
Union hotel. Jest before 9 o'clock the 
following morning the doctor rushed 
out to the nearest telephone and re- 
ported that he had been robbed. The 
valet and maid were missing. Sergt. 
Dennehy and 
officer 
Peter 
Hayes 


started immediately to investigate. The 
story of the robbery ksoon reached the 
street, and a car starter, who saw a col- 
ored man and woman drive to the tele- 
graph office, notified the police, and 
the maid and valet were soon appre- 
hended. Under a cushion in the car- 
riage in which the couple bad ridden 
the diamond was found, 


boon afterward the doctor and his 


wife visited the station and wished to 
drop the cage on return of the diamond 
During the conversation 
the maid 


stated that the c onple were not mar 
ried, and on her testimony the pair 
were locked up. The doctor bad on 
his persou $213 in cash, diamond rings 
worth $700, a receipt for a $350 ring 
purchased at Tiffany's and other val- 
uables. He claimed to be a Yale grad- 
uate, and sa«d he had $1700 in his 
pockets when he reached this city. 


The police believe they have made 


one of the moat important captures of 
the year and expect to get news from 
other cities. It is alleged the doctor's 
record covers the whole country, and 
includes a multitude of schemes, such 
as being buried alive at the World's 
fair, pseudo spiritualistic seances at a 
Baptist church in Orange, N. J., and 
traveling clairvoyant.

for feeling unruly? Th-e whiles them- 
•tlves are to blame for the trouble. They 
cannot expect the Indians to put up with 
everything that Is harsh. If they will 
let tire Indians alone there will be no 
more trouble.

suggestion of brntality. Yet it is worthy 
of remark that the gentlest among us 
are frequently amused at a picture or a 
story representing tilings the actual oc- 
currence of which would shock us great- 
ly.—Boston Post.

Contention ol Government That Traffle 
AgrotiiKBt WH* Combination to Pre-

WaslunKon.Oct. 24 —Thf United States 


supreme court today decided the Joint 
Traffic association railroad case in favor 
of the I'nited States and against the 
railroads. 


The case is considered one of the most 


important that has ever come before 
the supreme court, not only to the rail- 
roads but to the general public, and be- 
cause of the vast railway properties rep- 
resented by the traflie association The 
association was formed on No\. 19. 1895. 
by 31 railroads, representing the Grand 
Trunk l|ftes 
and their network of 


branches. 
The purpose ot the associa- 


tion., as suited in the articles of agree- 
ment, were "to establish and maintain 
reasonable ajid Just tales fares, rules 
and regulations on state and interstate 
traffic " 


A similar as,««>clatlon on a smaller 


scale was established among southwest- 
ern roads, know n as the Transmissouri 
association 
The association was soon 


attacked in the courts, on the ground 
that it v, as in violation of the Sherman 
anu-tnm law and also of the interstate 
commerce law. The Transmissouri first 
reached the United States supreme court, 
where in a notable opinion the court held 
that the as&ociatlon was illegal, being 
in effect a combination la restraint of 
trade and commerce.and therefore viola,- 
tive of the anti-trust law. 


This opinion was by a divided bench, 


the division being \ery close, viz: Chief 
Justice Fuller and Justices Harland. 
Brewer, Brown and Peckham holding 
the traffic association illegal, while Jus- 
tlcea Field, Gray. Shiras a.nd White flled 
a dissenting opinion, upholding the asso- 
ciation. Soon after this decision Justice 
B'leld gave place to Justice McKenna, 


Althougti the Missouri case wa« con- 


sidered somewhat of a test, yet the Joint 
Traffic association prepared to make a 
stubborn contest in support of its ex- 
istence. The i use against it \\j.s begun
